Our  townsman,  Mr.  II  C  Train,  had 
a  narrow  escape  from  a  frightful  death 
on  Wednesday.  lie  starteJ  for  Bush 
ford  in  the  morning,  in  company  with 
a  Mr  Hanson,  a  merchant  of  that  jdane 
The  two  gentlemen  were  riding  in  a 
buggy,  drawn  by  one  horse.  In  the 
buggy  tbcre  was  a  keg  of  powder, 
weighing  25  pounds,  together  with  oth 
er  small  pack.ages  of  light  goods,  AVhen 
they  had  got  to  a  place  about  two 
miles  east  of  the  'T'  tavern,  tiie  powd 
er  by  some  means  exploded.  The  ex 
[)losion  was  of  courije  tcrriiic,  and  Mr, 
Train  and  his  companion  were  thrown 
some  disitance  up  and  forward.  The 
horse,  in  addition  to  l«;sing  all  the  liair 
ou  his  tail,  became  considerably  de- 
moralized, and  ran  at  the  top  of  his 
speed.  The  two  men  fell  upon  the 
whifHe  tree,  and  Mr  Hanson  to  clear 
himself  from  the  wwck,  jumped  ovet 
the  wheel  and  fell  into  a  mudhole  in  a 
half  stn])ified  condition.  Mr.  Train 
clung  to  tho  pieces  and  was  carried  for 
Ward  about  a  mile  at  a  i)retty  rapid 
pace.

Ruskin  on  Judas 

John  Ruskin,  in  the  Crown  of  Wiitl 
Olives,  characterizes  in  liis  trenchant 
style  those  who  live  to  make  money  aa 
imitators  of  Judas  :  We  do  great  injus- 
tice to  tscariot,  in  thinking  him  wicked 
above  all  common  wickedness.  Ho 
was  only  a  common  money  lover,  and 
like  all  money  lovers,  didn't  understand 
Christ ;  couldn't  make  out  the  worth 
of  Him,  or  meaning  of  Him.  He  did 
not  want  Him  to  be  killed.  He  was 
horror-struck  when  he  found  that 
Christ  would  be  killed  ;  threw  his  mon- 
ey away  instantly,  and  hanged  him- 
self. How  many  of  our  present  mon- 
ey-seekers, think  you,  would  have  thO 
grace  to  hang  themselves,  whoever  was 
killed  ?  But  Judas  was  a  common,  sel- 
fish, muddle  headed,  pilfering  fellow 
his  hand  always  in  the  bag  of  the  poor^ 
not  caring  for  them.  He  didn't  under- 
stand Christ,  yet  believed  in  Hira,  much 
more  than  most  of  Us  do ;  had  seen 
Him  do  miracles,  thought  He  wad 
quite  strohg  enough  to  ehift  for  Him- 
self, and  he,  Judas,  might  as  well  mako 
his  own  littie  by  perquisites  out  of  tho 
affair,  Christ  would  come  out  of  it 
well  enough,  and  he  have  the  thirty 
pieces.

Tragedy  in  New  York. 

New  l^ork.  Sept  22..— A  dreadful 
tragedy  occurred  this  morning  in  the 
14th  ward,  which  resulted  in  the  death 
of  two  Italians  named  Peter  Furrani 
and  Alexander  Ureni. 

Furrani.  was  a  maker  of  plaster  of 
Paris  casts  ia  the  basement  of  No.  145 
Elm  street.  Ureni  was  a  journeyman 
moulder  and  is  said  to  have  been  an  ex 
cellent  artist.  Furrani  was  about  get- 
ting out  a  plaster  bust  of  Madame  Ria 
tori  which  he  was  anxious  to  have  fin- 
ished immediately  in  order  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  present  excitement. 

This  morning,  Ureni  who  was  at  work 
on  ths  model  did  not  reach  the  shop 
until  8  o'clock.  This  enraged  Furrani, 
who  asked  the  workman  what  he  meant 
by  not  coming  there  until  that  hour. 
Ureni  curtly  answered  that  he  would 
come  to  work  when  he  pleased. 

This  led  to  an  angry  rotorc  from  tho 
employer  and  the  men  were  soon  in- 
volved in  a  quarrel.  Furrani,  who  was 
a  large  powerful  man,  advanced  to 
wards  Ureni,  who  was  much  smaller^ 
when  the  latter  drew  a  small  double 
barrelled  revolver  from  his  pocket  and 
fired.  The  ball  took  effect  in  the  left 
breast  of  Furrani.  lie  fell  to  the  fioor 
and  some  friends  removed  him  to  hia 
I'esideiicc,  No,  146,  Elm  St.  Ureni,  aa 
soon  as  he  had  fired  llie  shot,  fled  to 
the  street.  He  was  pursued  and  caught 
when  he  shot  himself  and  instantly  ex 
pired.

8,  Soldiers  enlisted  for  'threi:  years  or  during 
tlw  war,"  who  were  discharged  by  reason  of  tho 
termination  of  tho  war  shall  bo  considered  as 
having  served  oul  the  period  of  enlistment  aud 
are  entitled. to  bo.iutr  under  this  act. 

9,  Tho  minority  of  heirs,  claimants  for  liounty 
unacr  th  s  net  must  be  proved  to  have  existeJ  at 
tho  date  of  its  passage.

4  Those  discharged  on  account  of  disability 
existing  at  the  time  of  their  e.ilisfment, 

5,  1  he  heirs  of  those  who  liave  died  since  their 
discnarge  of  wounds  or  disease  not  ccntracteJ  in 
the  service  and  in  tho  line  rf  duty. 

6,  The  surviving  soldiers  and  heir?  of  dceeas 
ed  soldiers  who  under  prc»-ious  laws  have  receiv 
cd  or  are  entitled'  to  receive  a  bouuty  ot  more

The  Ocean  Race  From  China. 

We  some  days  .since  noticed  the  ar- 
rival ill  London  Docke  of  the  Tasping, 
tne  clipper  who  won  the  ocean  race  be- 
tween  China  and  that  port.  The  Lod' 
don  71)H€S  of  Sept.  10th,  says : 

"It  appears  that  in  the  race    of  thd 
three  clipper    vessels  from    China  that 
arrived  on  Thursday,  the  Tasping  was 
the  winner.     She  was  in  dock  at  forty 
seven  minutes    past  nine  p.  m.,  while 
the    Ariel    arrivcdn.t  fifteou    minutes 
past  ten  p    m.  and  the  Serica  at   half 
past  eleven  p.  m.     This  almost  simul- 
taneous coni})letion  by  three  vessels  of 
an  ocean  passage  of    more  than  three 
months  is  one  of  the  most  singular  iuci 
dents  of  modern  navigation.     The  fiist 
of  them  receives  ten  shillings   per    ton 
extra,  the  bills  of  lading  of  each  beinaf 
worded  "with  ten  shillings  per  ton  ex- 
tra of  first  sailing   vessel  in  dock  with 
new  teas  from  Foochoo,"  and  in  China 
there  are  also  extremely  heavy  wagers 
dependent  upon  the  race.    As  the  car- 
goes of  each  vessel  will  now  reach  the 
London  market  at  the  same  time,  it  be 
came  the  interest  of  the  respective  con 
si<Miees  that  the  vessel  with  their  spec- 
ial  cargo  should  not  get  ittto   dock  first, 
as  they  would  thus  escape  the  payment 
of  the  premium  of  ten  shillings   fur    & 
priority  which  can  now  be  of  no  practi* 
cal  benefit  to  them,  while  on  the  other 
hand,  the  masters  of  the    vessels  had 
every  motive  on  behalf  of  their  owners 
to  strive  for  their    victory,  even  by   a 
single  minute*
